WATER  SUPPLY 

Supplies  Other  than  Countv  Mains 

A total  of  32  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  examination.  19  were  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  13  as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  adverse  reports 
are  received,  occupiers  are  advised  to  either  boil  or  chlorinate  the  water 
before  using  for  human  consumption  and  domestic  use.

REFUSE  C0T.nSCr:0N 


The  two  Shelvoke  and  Dreweiy  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  were  delivered 
early  in  the  year*  and  the  Council !s  policy  of  providing  a oneo-weekly 
collection  throughout  the  district  was  commenced  on  the  1st  April#  This 
improved  service  met  what  was  a growing  demand  and  has  been  appreciated 

by  the  ratepayers  in  the  area. 


An  arrangement  whereby  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Beaumaris  could  be 
deposited  at  the  Council's  Porthamel  Tip  commenced  in  December  and  no 
difficulties  have  been  encountered.  This  will,  of  course,  shorten  the  life 
of  the  Porthamel  Tip  and  it  is  anticipated  the  proposed  joint  scheme  for  the 
use  of  Penhesgyn  as  a refuse  depository  by  the  ^ethwy  R,D.C,,  the  Borough 
of  Beaumaris  and  Menai  Bridge  U.D,C,,  will  make  substantial  progress  in  1968, 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


L^anddona  - Preparatory  work  for  a new  public  convenience  near  the 
beach  have  been  .completed.  Construction  should  commence  in  the  late 
Spring  or  ear Summer  of  1963, 


Newborough  - The  Council  have  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in 
obtaining  a suitable  site.  The  need  for  the  provision  of  these 
facilities  is  now  becoming  acute  as  the  influx  of  holiday-makers  appears 
to  be  on  ins  increase  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  matter  will  soon  be 
resolved. 


Requests  will  no  doubt  be  made  from  other  parts  of  the  district  for 
the  provision  of  public  conveniences©  These  wi.ll.  no  doubt  be  given  due 
consideration  at  the  appropriate  time  as  circumstances  permit, 

ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

Owing  to  the  limited  accommodation  at  Porthamel  the  Council  may  have 
to  give  consideration  to  this  problem  in  the  very  near  future,  particularly 
as  under  impending  legislation  local  authorities  will  be  required  to 
provide sitss  to  which  such  vehicles  can  be  brought#  A central  site  to 
serve  the  whole  of  Anglesey  is  a possibility  but  in  the  event  of  this  not 
being  practicable  responsibility  will  rest  with  each  individual  authority# 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Li  andexfan  - Tb.i  s major  scheme  has  been  completed  and  the  work  of 
connecting  properties  to  the  nev;  public  sewer  is  making  good  progress. 

Lianaaffo  - Completion  of  this  scheme  was  expected  in  September 
but  owing  to  certain  difficulties,  the  effective  operational  date 
will  probably  be  delayed  until  January  or  February  1969* 

Pentraeth  - Work  has  been  commenced  and  the  indications  are  that 

the  scheme  will  be  in  operation  some  time  in  October  or  November,  1968. 

Certain  areas  within  the  Twrcelyn  R.D.C*  are  served  by  this  scheme. 

Llanfairowll,  Llanddaniel  and  Llangoed  - The  Council  already  agreed 
to  proceed  with  improvements  to  the  existing  sewer  at  Llanfairpwll 
which  will  include  a new  treatment  works  at  Pwllfanog.  Proposals 
for  Llanddaniel  provide  for  the  new  sewer  to  discharge  into  the  Gaerwen 
treatment  voiks  and  this  will  involve  certain  modification  to  the 
exist ing  plant. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  made  preliminary 
surveys  in  connection  with  Llangoed  and  Penmon  and  will,  no  doubt, 
be  submitting  a detailed  scheme  in  due  course.
